Cuhiiiihia Smelting Company, Mmitcil, 
wab held at Winclieatcr House yc-ater- 
ilay afternoon, Mr, W, ,1, Steele presiil- 

riie cliairiiian .Maid nf eourso tlie 
aliarelioldera were aware that tlie iiiect- 
iiiy of .Sepieiiilier 'iiiil, called to consider 
the pusitiiin of the company, was ail- 
join 110(1 to the end of October. It was 
no! neceHaary, therefore, to give further 
notice of the meeting that day, Init the 
iHreetoia iieverthole.'ja sent a reminder 
to every aliarelioliler on the auh inst. 
One or two shareholders had written 
aayiiij; that they slioiilil have luul notice 
of tile meeting. The board was advised 
that no notice was necesaary; tho coiiiao 
they iniraued waa in perfect onler, and 
they had no other de.Kire than to ,lo 
cverytliiiig that waa in order. J-le 
regretted very iiiueli there were oiilj' 
two directors of the company present 
that (lay. ^Ir. Claude Vautin was 
still ill the Transvaal, and jMr. Hirkin 
had resigned hisfsettt. on tho Imard. At 
the nieethig 'on'''' September '2m\ the 
sharelioldora expreaaed a wish that 
the report of Mr. .liidkins alioiild 
he printed anil circulated. This was at 
once done. Tlie shareholders were also 
informed in a circular, dated >Seplembui' 
."ith, that tlio accounts of the company 
would lie pre]i»red and issued as soon as 
they were audited. The accounts were 
made up to .Soptembor 30th, and were 
in the liauds of the shareholders. The 
local hoard had written a very long let- 
ter, which he understood hud been 
printed and circulated; hut it was well 
to note that the local board, while en- 
deavoi ing to justify themselves on vari- 
ous points, hud made no reference In 
that report to their letter of I'eliruury 
:J8th, On February 28th a very serious 
stale of things transpired in oonuection 
witii the company's ulhiirs in Vancou- 
ver, and wrote to the I,,ondoii board, 
ittatiiig that mutters in connection with 
Hiiieltiiig hud talien a serious turn since 
their last coinnumication. 

Mr, Oscar Keumen (interniptiiig): I 
wit-h to know, sir, why a letter, dateil 
July last, numbered 54, was not pro- 
ilueed when you had it in your hands at 
the last meeting ? 1 want to ask you 
that (|uestion straight and point olank. 
There was a letter in your possession, 
and that letter was not produced at the 
last meeting. 

Mr. James (■. director): I don't ijuite 
understand, sir, the nature of your re- 
mark. \V hat letter is it you refer toV 
and may 1 ask how you come to know 
of the niiinher of the letters sent to us. 

A .Shareholder : Let the ciiairinau 
answer. 

Mr James : Sir, I don't stand hpre 
tc he dictated to. 

.Mr. Renmen : Mr, Chairniaii, there is 
u simple (juestion about a letter; cannot 
wc have an answer '; ( Hear, hear, ) This 
letter yvas in your h.mds, and you must 
have known of it at the last nioeting. I 
want to know all about it. (Answer, 
answer, answer.) 

Mr. James : You ask a ()uestion which 
I am not prepared for the moment — 
("Answer, answer. ")~I will ask the 
secretary. ("Sit down; let the chair- 
man answer.") If any gentleman here 
jirofesses tn recollect any letter I con- 
fcsu tliat I have not that capability. 
(Uproar and cries of "sit down.") I go 
further and say this— (Uproar, and 
"Answer the question.") 

iMr. Keumen : Mr. Chairman, I have 
asked a rjuestioii, aud I insist upon an 
answer; 1 do not want any outsiders to 
answer me. (Hear, hear), 

Mr. James : I am not an outsider, 
( Laughter). 

Mr, Renmen : 1 am addressing tlie 
chairman, and I want to bo aiiswei ed 
by the chairman, (Hear, hear, and 
noise. ) 

The Chuirnian ; J will give you an 
answer. ("You '.'") 

The Chairman: The nuestioii of pio- 
dui-ing that letter w.ts not consiilei ed. 
("Oh, oh.") There was no discussion 
by the Hoard in any way, and that 
Board had no object, directly or indi- 
rectly, in not referring to that letter at 
our last meeting: and if that letter had 
been asked for at the last meeting, it 
would instantly have been produced. 
We have no object in keeping uack that 
letter. I can only aay, however, that 
the letter is in direct dia'igreenient with 
the letter of February 28. 

.Mr. Hiienieii t I say that the lust 
meeting was adjourned for tlie purpose 
of inlrodneing that letter, and it would 
not have been adjourned if that letter 
hud been produced. (Hear, hear.) 

The ("httirnian: I think you are mak- 
ing a mistake. ("No, no. There was 
no mistake.") Tho meeting was not 
adjourned for the purpose of producing 
tliat letter. 

Mr. Birkiu : I wish the chairman to 
read my letter to him tendering my re- 
signation as director. 

The chairman read the letter, which 
stilted that Mr. Birkiii resigucd his po- 
sition on tho hoard in consequcnco of 
language used at the last meeting, im- 
puting to the board "scandalous, dia- 
graceful and sinister motives." That 
miigiiago was reproduced in the Finan- 
cial \ewa and the Financial Times of 
the following day. 

Mr. I5irkiii then stated that lie had 
done a great deal for the companj' and 
spi.iit a lot of time in its promotion. 
They were in difiifiulties and ho wrote ii 
chi(|ue for .CiOO, and aubseriuently for 
£'-'.■)(), in order to help them out of tho.se 
dilliciilties. Hi-' had every conlidenoo in 
th(^ hoard and did not feel inclined to 
give his valuable time as a director when 
that gentleman stood up aud uccuscd 
them of being inllueiieed by "scandal- 
ous, disgraceful and sinister motives." 
He was a larger auliscriher than most 
men hero, and he thought it was cer- 
tainly discreditable that gentlemen 
made such remarks without foundation. 
(Hear, hear.) He ought to have had 
some knowledge to justify an assortioii 
of that kind, (Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Jones said that, as he was accused 
of having made those remarks, he was 
entitled to reply. Hia reply was thai 
at the last meeting the '•' liriiian stated 
that unlcsa they sul , .'ocd suQicient 
money aniongHt them within six or 
seven days their property wouhl bo lost. 
He (the speaker) cot up and asked when 
that inforinatiou was received. The 
chairman replied that they had received 
it a month before. 

Mr. Reumen : Six weeks. 

Dr. Jones : Six weeks or a month ! 
And, although they received that im- 
portant information, they did not con- 
vene a meeting, and they only gave it 
to the sliareholders when the meeting 
was convened. They never informed 
them that the mortgagees intnnded 
foreclosing. He (tho speaker) took 
into consideration that if they had 
that notice fully six wooks bo- 
forehand, they ought to have called 
a iriceting of the shareholders to- 
gether, or, at any rate, some of tl.o larg- 
er shareholders, and give that informa- 
tion, so that they might have hud timo 
to protect their fnteresta and their pro- 



perty. (Hear, hoar. ) He appealed to 
the shareiiolders present whether, under 
the circumstances, ho was not entitled 
to make that remark. ("Yes, undoubt- 
edly.") There was one thing he wished 
to say with regard to Mr. Hirkin, he 
felt extremely s-irry that that gentle- 
man Imd resigned his position on the 
hoard. He looked upon Mr. Birkin as 
the only member of tho board who had 
their cotifidenoar— (liear, hoar)— and ho 
fell that now that Mr. Tiirkin hud re- 
signed their case was hopeless, unless 
they hud a complete change in llie diroc- 
rectors. (Hear, hear.) With regsrd 
to Mr. Uirkiii, himsulf, he (tho speaker) 
exonerated him from anything in con- 
nection with the bad management of the 
company, and extended to him the hand 
of fellowship. His remarks were direct- 
ed to other members of the board. 
(Hear, hear, and uproar.) 

Mr. Hirkin replied that he did not 
wish to separate himself fioni his 
brother directois as regarded any re- 
sponsibility attaching to the Board. 

Mr. James: 1 say for myself that it 
is a deliboi'uto lie if anyone accuses me 
ol sinister motives. If anyone said it to 
me pcrsonttlly I should know how to 
deal with'him. (Uproar.) 

The '"Chairman ; I can only endorse 
every word that Mr. James lias said. 

Mr. Curtis Hayward then addressed 
the meeting at considerable length, and, 
ill the Course of his remarks he was in- 
terrupted by 

Mr. James : I cannot iifl'ord to sit 
here all the evening. ("Order, order.") 
( lentleiiion, you cannot yell me down, 
and I Won't ho yelled down. ("Chair, 
chair.") I cannot sit here — (uproar) — 1 
won't and will not sit here. (Uproar 
and cries of "Sit down.") He is not 
toucliiiig upon the business of the 
nieeliiig. (Ho is; sit down.") I bog 
your Pardon, he is not. ("Chair, 
chair.") Any gentleman who ia at all 
aiM|iiainied with public meetings — (np- 
riiar, and cries of ".Sit down") — is jior- 
fectly Weli aware -("('hair, chair") — 
that at an extraordinary meeting of a 
company, no other business can ho 
liroiiglit forward except thii I for which 
it is convened. ("Why dou't you ait 
down '!") 

Mr. Keiiuieii: I shall move directly 
that this nieeling is illet;al. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. James, You can move what you 
like. ^ (Uproar.) 

A .Shiircholder (to Mr. Rbuuiou): (5ive 
aonjc one else a chunce, old man. 

Mr, HeiuHen: I shall move that this 
meeting is illegal, 

Mr. J allies proceeded to speak amidst 
great uproar and cries of "Sit down." 
Ho said: I'll not sit down for an ever- 
lasting noise: gentlemen, I will leave 
you, I'll have nothing further to do 
with yoii.

SUNDAY'S GALE 

Proves Disastrous to Life and Limb at 
Vancouver — Billldlnes Wrecked 
and Trees Blown Down. 

The gale of Sunday afternoon, which 
proved so disaatrous on the Sound and 
at Westminster, was felt in its full 
force at Vancouver, where at least one 
fatal accident resulted, and several peo- 
ple were severely injured. The Van- 
couver papers furnish the following par- 
ticulara of the destruction wrought by 
the atorni : 

tin Sunday morning about 10 o'clock, 
Walter McDonald, a young man of 
about 28 years, who was engaged in a 
contract of clearing lots for Holland & 
Co., in the Hastings townsite, about a 
mile from the Hastings ro.ad, was fatally 
injured and died Monday morning in 
the City Hospital about 3 o'clock as a 
result of the accident. The deceased 
was walking through the clearing look- 
ing after the fires, when a tall stick was 
blown by the wind against a tree. In 
its full it knocked off a limb which 
struck him on the back of the bead, 
producing u fracture of the base of the 
skull. He was immediately rendered 
UDCuusoious, and remained in that con- 
dition until death ensued. 

The storm was from the east, and was 
so severe that houses all over the oily 
wore shaken, signs blown ' down, and 
trees everywhere in tho city were laid 
low. 

Mr. Sccord's new family hotel build- 
ing, ou tho corner of Powell street and 
Dunlevy avoiiun, was badly wrecked, 
the lower story being aeveral feet out of 
plumb, and it ia a wouder that it did 
not receive much greater damage. The 
largo front window in tho Congrega- 
tional church was blown in and wrecked, 
the pile ilriver on the C. P. R. wharf 
waa upset and badly smashed, and 
thirty trees wore felled on the road 
from the foot of Georgia street to En- 
glish Bay. The destruction all through 
the forests has been very coiisidernble. 
Trees wore blown down in all directions, 
and at one time they could bo observed 
falling lis though they were being mowed 
down. 

A Cbiimmau was struck by a falling 
sign board on Hastiu;/H street and se- 
verely injured, so much so that ho was 
removed to tho hospital. His left thigh 
was dislocated and several bones in his 
left foot broken. It is reported that a 
lady driving on the park road was se- 
verely hurt ill the back by n, falling 
limb, and reports of several persons be- 
ing'injured at Port Moody have been re- 
ceived. The gale subsided at sunset 
and was so uuusuelly severe that noth- 
ing like it has ever been experienoed tn 
Vancouver. 

The road leading to Westminster has 
been badly b'/ooked and the telephone 
connection broken. Larue trees in

A Wealthy Contractor Returns to 
Wife and Kaiuily. 



Aaer Years of Wauderlue Over the North 
Puclflc Coast— A Strange Story 
BroiiRbt to Meht. 



San Fkancisoo, Nov. 19.— It has 
come to light here that a wealthy con- 
tractor has been "called back" to life. 
Disappearing in 1S80 from his home in 
a thriving Now I'higlund town, £. M. 
Andrews waa supposed to have been 
murdered a few iiioiitha later by a party 
of negroes in Florida. 

Convinced of his death his relatives 
nul. on mourning gurb out of respect to 
iiis memory, and es-entually his wife, or 
supposed widow, collected iJ3,000 from 
the Masonic lodge us insurance on hia 
lif.'. 

Andrews turned up suddenly in Cali- 
fornia not long ago. His mind ia a 
hhtiik :i8 far as his wanderings are con- 
cerned. Aaliained to return to home 
and friends, he lived (piietly on the Pa- 
cific; co.isl.. 

He was an excellent contractor and 
as a builder made considerable money 
ill Southern t^alifornia. At different 
limes he visited this city, Portland, 
'I'ai'oma, .Seattle and Victoria. He waa 
ill the latter city during .Inly last. 

Not satisfied with the results there he 
returned to ,San Francisco in August, 
He had acciumilated about §20,000, and 
about a month later wrote to (Connecti- 
cut and astonished his friends with the 
announcement that ho ia atill alive. 

During these years, .-Viidrews has not 
collected a cent of his pension money. 
Andrews, who is now here, is pre- 
paring to return home in time to eat 
his Christmas dinner with his wife and 
adopted daughter. Miss -Andrews, who 
gladly took off their mourning. One 
of the lirst act of Andrews was the pay- 
ment of the Masonic fraternity the 
S3,<X)0 iiiaurance on his life collected by 
his widow on tho supposition that he 
had been murdered by negroes. 



8CENEEY SUBLIME. 

Mr. Henry Croft, M. P. P., Explores the 
Island WliderueaB— The Source of 
theNanalmii Discovered. 

Mr. Henry Cioft, M. P. P., has just 
returned from a three weeks' explora- 
tory tour of the country in which the 
Nanaimo and Chernainiis rivers lind 
their source. His visit to the island 
wilderness, the greater part of its sav- 
age beauty hitherto unseen by the eye 
of a white man, was satisfactory to him 
in many ways. It showed him how great 
agricultural resources the IsliuJ of Van- 
couver does possess, what wonderful 
wealth of timber it can boast, and what 
grandeur of mountain scenery is to be 
found without going more than fifty 
miles from the Provincial capital. Ho 
waa successful in finding the true source 
of the Nanainn, some seven miles dis- 
tant from where it was previously sup- 
posed to be; and also in the discovery of 
a charming little lake, nestling among 
the mountains, and to which he gave 
the honored name of "Dunsmuir." 

Leaving the train at Duncan's, Mr. 
Croft went up to Cowichan Lake, and 
by row boat crossed to the west end, 
a distance of about 22 miles. None who 
have taken this trip can ever forget the 
beauty of the scenery, which, always 
changing, is presented in a natural pan- 
orama of majestic views, all different 
and each so grand that the uutiring eye 
could rest upon it for hours. The lake 
itself is shut in by towering mountuins 
that, clothed in their glowing garments 
of green, seem to shut out from the 
silver lake tho shadow of the sky. 

Cowichan Lake swarms with fish of 
all kinds, while game is plentiful upon 
its shores. Trout up to eight pounds in 
weight are to be talcen with the line, 
while the salmon which three years ago 
were deposited in the lake now rise 
readily to the fly. 

By the old Indian trail seven miles 
of tramping from the lake brings one to 
the Niliiiat river, as large as the 
Cowichan, and which conM be reached 
L three miles' walk were the trail a 
straight one. Large nrcua of rich 
alluvial soil, supporting a scattered 
growth of spruce easy to be cleared 
away, here abound; proclaiming the 
fact that for the intending immigrant 
Vancouver Island has agricultu.-al land 
as fertile as can he found the wide 
Dominion over, and which only awaits 
the coming of those who are willing to 
till it to become the fruitful source of 
siiHicicnt to support the entire province. 
The valley, towanl tho mouth of the 
Nitiimt, ia from six lo eight miles wide, 
and all this district consists of the rich- 
eat farming land. 

With the intention of definitely'Tftca. 
ting tho lu ad waters of the Cheinainus 
and Nanaimo rivers, Mr. Croft started 
from Cowichan due north to a river sup- 
posed to be tho Nanaimo. but which 
proved to bo tho Cliemaiiius. On fol- 
lowing this river up, the explorer found 
that it and the Nanaimo have their 
source in the same small lake; a lake 
formed by the outpourings of a number 
of mountain springs. The outlet of the 
ake, which was christened "Dunsmuir" 
in iiiumory of tho late Hou. Robert 
Dunsmuir, was found to be over a di- 
vide, down one side of which the wat- 
ers trickled over the stones to become 
the Nanaimo, while on the other they 
flowed as tho ChotnainuB. 

Rising from Dunsmuir Lake is a 
shaggy mountain to which the Indians 
have given the name of Mount Datapus. 
Mr. Croft climbed its rough side and 
Qnolly found himself on tho craggy 
peak, at an altitude of 4,200 feet, with 
purple and white heather all around, 
and the mainland mountains in plain 
view a hundred miles away. 'I'lic view 
was fully equal to any in the Rockies 
themselves, the eyn roiiniing over a 
boundless forest to ftiiisl uiion changing 
pictures of sea, iiiouiilaiii and lake. 
When better roads have been pro 
ided, and a ste'am launch has been 
placed upon the lake, tourists by the 
thouaaiKls will doubtless como to enjoy 
the iieautyof this ncuiie. Then, loo, per- 
haps, tho ndvaiitagcH of the district for 
settlement will have become known, and 
thu luxurious wilderness will have disap- 
peared and in its place a valley of clus- 
tering farmhouses, surrounded by fruit- 
ful fiolds, peaceful and- prosperous, 
arisen.

TM£ FALSE AGOUSlUiS. 



The accusation of brilieiy jnoleired 
against tlic public iiiuii and tlie people 
of British Columbia is so serious and 
made so positively: by ' persons presum- 
ably acquainted with the politiiul usages 
of the country, .that it sdenis to us 
difficult to say enough to show how un 
reaaonahlu and how groundless it is 
It in not pleasant to sue thu people ot 
tills province proclaimed lo be utterly 
corrupt. The newspapeia that give 
them this uhuraeler aru circulated 
througliout the Doniiniou, and what 
tliey say of the country aud its people 
is copied into other newspapers and is 
spread far and wide. AVe have already 
aliown that there ia no truth in the 
charge, that so far from being the jiioat 
corrupt province of the Dominion, as 
the maligners of British Columbians 
declare, there is really less eloctora 
corruption here than in any part ot 
Canada. The absence of petitions 
against the return of ineniliers proves 
this and the fact that not a single 
British Columbia member of Parliament 
has been unseoted fot: corrupt practices 
shows to all the world that this province 
has, politically, a clean record. 

"But," say the libellers of the people 
"the bribery i."! done by wholesale and 
and in such a way that the guilty 
parties cannot be x'rosecutcd in the 
courts." This way of making the uc- 
ousation seems to ua a strong presump- 
tion that it is false. If corrupt offers 
were really made by I lie candidates and 
accepted by the electors, the election 
law is surely not so lame that a v/ny 
could not be found of deprivintr the 
member of the seat ciTrntptly gained. 
But the history of one of tlie alleged 
cases of bribery shows that the libeU is 
utterly devoid both of truth and seute. 

It is openly charged that the electors 
of New Wcatniinster have sold them- 
selves for "boodle" — not one or two in- 
dividuals in the municipality but the 
"whole comnniuity. " The "boodle" is 
a new courb house. Now let.- us en- 
quire into the history of this projected 
court house. For many years grand 
juries and judges have called attention 
to the iuadecjuacy and unfitness of the 
Hcccmniodation provided for the court 
and those who attend its sessions at 
New Westtniuster. Li 1888 the Legis- 
lature voted §10,000 for the. purpose of 
erecting a new court liousc in that city. 
Plans and specilicatioiis of a building 
such as would meet the wants and cor- 
respond with the iiiiportaiice of the 
rapidly growing city were prepared, 
and tenders were called for, - The low- 
est tender materially exceeded tlie ap- 
propriation. It was at that time found 
necessary greatly to enlarge the insane 
asylum which ia also at New Westmins- 
ter. To do this thoroughly .■?lj,000 was 
neccsaary, This amount was voted for 
the purpose' last session. A reference 
to the.estimatcs for 1889 will show that 
^5,000 were appropriated fur the 
asylum aiid 810,000 for th€= court 
house. The clioicc wii.s iiifor- 
mully given the electors (jf having 
the court house built iiniuediatcly 
on plans reduced so as to come within 
the vote, or waiting till next year and 
having the building erected accord- 
ing to the plans uud specifications 
already pi-cparud — the (lovernnieiit tak- 
ing the position thai in view of the 
heavy expenditure on the asyliiiii tliey 
did not feel justiSed in undertaking the 
more co.slly structure this year. 'I'lie 
people of iVow Weatiiiiiiiater or those 
acting for thoiii, very wisely, a-i we 
think, decided to wait, and llius Llieru 
exists 11 tacit uiiderataniling l>elweeii 
the Uoverumetit uud the city that the 
Legislatiure will be .asked at. its coming 
session to mako provision for tlie erec- 
tion next year of wiich a Court House 
as will be in keeping with ami adeiiuate 
to tlie iiresent and prospective rcipiire- 
iiienta ot the community. 

This is the plain iinvaniislied hiatory 
of the proposed new Court House for 
Now Westliiinstor about which the elej- 
tors of tiie uity have been so greatly de- 
famed. No promise beyond the one 
implied above was given, and that was 
made before any one knew that the seat 
for Westminster would be vacant. .So 
far from tho Government or any mem- 
ber of it making corrupt oliera, tho very 
opposite has been tlio case, The citi- 
zens have by tho Govornnient, for good 
«iid suffloient reasons it is true, been 
kept waiting for a publio work that 
they greatly needed, and one which 
]iad been promiHod tliem by tlie 
J.,egiHlatuio long ago, This ia Ihe ma- 
torhd out of which our Opposition con- 
temporaries have iimiiufnotured an out- 



rageous dander — charging a member of 
the Government with having 'bribed a 
whole constituency, and accusing that 
coiistituonny with having basely sold.^t- 
solf io tho Government. 

According to their very peculiar code 
of political morality, every publio build- 
ing or public work or expenditure of 
public money in an electoral district, for 
liny purpose whatever, must bo a bribe. 
Was, we ii.sk, tlio erection of a court- 
house in this city a bribe ? Was tho 
court-house built in Nanaimo a bribe? 
Is the court-house ' in course of 
construction in Vancouver a bribe ? 
If what ihey sa,ybetruo the $45,000 now 
being cxi)ended on the asylum ui New 
V\''eatniinater is a bribe, as was also the 
$'20,000 contributed toward the erec- 
tion of the Jubilee, iHpgpital. If no 
publio improvement can be made in any 
part of the country without oorruptiiig 
the people, then not tho Government 
alone, but the whole Legislature ore tho 
bribers and the whole body of the elect- 
ors the bribed. 

j: '^Idjij^contoriiporaries, no doubt, see by 
tliis time'i into what a slough of nonsense 
and absurdity their desire to bring tho 
( iovornnicnt and the electors of New 
Westminster into diocrcdit has led 
tliem. Their disappointment and vex- 
ation must have made them 
deaf to the very .loudest dic- 
tiitoB of common sense. The slanders 
which they have cast upon a government 
aiul a whole community they would not 
have dared to publish re.sjiectiiig a single 
individual. Tliey have pursued acour.se 
H-liicli was both cowardly and unpatri- 
itic. They have maligned the whole 
country. Tliey have, goaded by spite 
ind disappointment, gone far beyond 
the bounds of fair and manly opposi- 
tion. 

Xew Westniiiisler will, doubtless, 
know liow to resent the slander. Aa for 
the Premier, he c«,u well afford to treat 
these attacks witli silent contempt, 
kuowLugthat they can only have the 
effect of injuring the stupid and the 
malicious enemy who miikcs them. Our 
\'iotoriii contemporary will liiul that in 
issailiug the leader of the government 
in this violent .tiid unscrupulous manner 
it ia only gnawing a file. It may, one 
of these days, have cause to repent not 
liaviiig confined its opposition to "Hoii- 
c.Ht John" within legitimate bounds. U 
it were capable of learning by experieiic 
it would have been convinced long ere 
this ihat^^he.polioy of slander and of 
peraonal abuse is the very reverse of 
effectual.

In the Times of Monday appeared a 
leading article highly approving of the 
action of the Premier in going to Kani 
loops to have a talk with the electors.

[irise was created by an article so favor- 
able to the Premier appearing in the 
opposition organ, wo confess still greater 
surprise to fiud in last evening's issue of 
the same ahect another leader in the 
very opposite direction — unqualifiedly 
eoudemning the Premier for what il 
praised him twenty-four hour^ before. 
t»ii Monday it said : 

"The Times — will the government 
organ mako a note of it — approves of 
tho introduction of this practice by the 
leoder of the British Columbia govern 
iiient." 

On Tuesday it took it all buck, aud 
ridiculed and condemned the practice, 
NVhat a leader of public opinion, to bo 
Buire; .We .suggest that heshould ;.lel 
,hia readers know which they are to ac- 
cept: — his teachings of Monday or of 
Tuesday. 

THE ''OTTAWA LIAR" AGAIN. 

In our contemporary's Ottawa de- 
spatch of yesterday appeared the follow 
lowing words re. the draw in tlie C. P, 
R. Mission bridge : 

"It will be remembered Premier Hob 
.sun gave a letter to the C. P. H. stating 
eighty feet were sufhcieut, but the city 
ot New Westminster objected and the 
cumiiiittee have sustained their olije 
jeotions." 

Now, we have no means of knowing 
whether the above sentence was put in 
the despatch at Ottawa, or whether it 
was interpolated in the Yates street of- 
lice ; but this we do know, and our 
lonteniporury muHt have known, 
iliaL it is u deliberate false- 
lidod. .Xa the public are aware, 
tliH letter referred to has heei 
published, and it simply amounted 
to this; "Premier Robson," speaking 
for the Govornment, not for himself, 
taiid that ina.sniiieli aa Oapt. Irving, the 
best authority on the subject in the 
I'roviiice, had given it as his deliberate 
jiidgineiit that an eighty-foot diaw,witl 
isucli a pile head as was proposed, wouh 
meet ull the requirements of navigation 
(■(juully aa well as a hundred-foot draw, 
the Government did not feel culled up 
on to interfere. The reader will per 
eeivc that this is a very diU'ereiit thing 
fnmi what iH implied in the above, li 
.stead of Mr. Hobsou giving it aa hia 
opinion that an eighty-foot draw was 
adequate, ho said in effect that theGov- 
eriimeut bowed to Capt. Irving's ju 
iiinnt in the matter, believing him to bo 
iiie ciiiincntly fitted to judge.

LOO. 

The election of .Mr. Charles McKeii 
/io for l..aiiibtoii by a very large major- 
il y was a great and to many un unex- 
liected victory for Mr. Mowat. Hia op 
piineuta appeared confident that if the 
lleverninent candidate would be 
turned at all, it would he hy a greatly 
l eilucuil iiiiijority. The 'I'oroiilo Mai 
svliicli ia generally pretty well informed 
as to tlie state of tho eonstitueucies of 
Outiirio, did; not feel at all sure that 
Lainbton would elect a supporter for 
.Mr. .Mowat, The election will bo 
sore blow and a great, diacouragomenfc to 
the nion who aru trying to got up a ro- 
ligionaund ruco agitation in Ontario. 
Tliey have now found that they have 
not made a very deep impression on the 
olil party organizations. The.elootors 
.see that no good oui,< come of supporting 
a Tliird Party wliioh will show its ox- 
iateiice cliiefly to tho differences on rc- 
liHiouii subjects that exist among the 
people. Tho Liimbton was the first 
election in whioh tho 'I'hird Purty nom- 
inated a onndldate, iind his fate will. not 



History: is being made in Brazil. A 
revolution has taken place there which 
may have a very great influence on the 
future of its inhabitants. The c;hange 
from niouuroliy to republicanism appears 
to have been very quietly' effected in 
that country. The people must have 
becri prepared for tho change. Accord- 
ing to appearances, there was no such 
thing as loyalty in the country. Tho 
Kmperor does not appear to have been 
hated, but no one is pre])ared to make 
the slightest sacrifice to keep him on the 
Throne.' ' Neither the army nor tho 
navy struck a blow for the Kmperor, 
They seem to have ac(iuieaced in tlio 
change which the politicians brought 
about. It is by no means unlikely that 
the leadhig oflicers wore among the R 
olutionists. Officers of tho army are 
among the Latin races often the keen 
t politicians and take a lending )iart 
ill bringing about Governmciitalclianges 
It is not 11. little .surprising that the Kin 
leror, since he is unable to make any 
effective resistance, refuaed to abdicate. 
It is not likely that ho or any of his des 
lendants will ever stand tho least 
ihanco of recoverinc; the Throne he has 
lost. Brazil was the only monarchy ii 
.South America, and its becoming a Re- 
public like ita neighbors was only a 
piftstioii of time. 

It is more than doubtful whether the 
people will be either happier or more 
prosperous under republican institutions 
than they were under monarchical. Re- 
publicanism in .South America has not 
been a very brilliant success. The 
.South American republics have been 
unsettled. Revolutions have been com- 
iion in most of them, and among tho 
nations of the world they seem to occupy 
the lowest rank. The development of 
any .South American republic is not for 
a moment to he compared with that of 
the United States. Spaniards mid Por- 
tuguese do not possess the capacity for 
.self-government that men of the Anglo- 
Saxon race have in such an eminent de- 
gree. It will be interesting to watch 
luiw the liraziliaiiB will use their new 
powers. If they are anything like other 
South Americans the preaent revolution 
will soon be followed by another, and 
that again by half a dozen more before 
the country settles down and ita govern 
iiient becomes anything like stable. It 
is just possible that some of tlie pro 
vincea in the interior will remain loyal 
and will not submit to the new govern- 
ment; but with the Emperor in Europe 
and no one to lead tlie Royalists in 
Brazil it is not likely that there will be 
much of a struggle for the retention of 
monarchy. The inforiiiatiim given in 
the telegrams ia meagre in tlie e.'clrcine. 
No one seems able to account for the 
([uietnesa with which the change has 
been made, or why the army was so 
ready to accept the new order of things, 
[t doea appear as if the monarchy was 
ao weak in Brazil that it fell , to pieces 
almost withotu beiug touched.

A BY-LAW 

To Amend "The Kevenue By-Law, l!

Alcohol, one of the best known prod- 
ucts of chemical industry, may serve as 
evidence to what degree of pt rfeelion the 
Eoniposition and dccomposilion of chem- 
ical compounds hiis betu brought. As 
the chief constituent of intoxicating, bev- 
erages, alcohol, together with carbonic 
acid, originates by fermentation from 
sugar; but this is not the only jjossible 
way to produce it. The bri;.;htnefia of 
electric lights, by which [inhlio places, 
roads, stores, etc., of our cities now arc 
illuminated at night, is emitted by an 
"lectric current passing between two ear- 
bon-points. Wlien sucli a passage of elec- 
tricity takes place in a glass balloon filled 
with hydrogen, the electric current cau.ses 
this gas to unite with carbon, forming 
acetylene, a gaseous compound, which in 
contact with more hydrogen readily takes 
it up, foriuini: ;i second gaseous com. 
pound — ethylene — which is the chief 
light giving constituent of illuminating 
Q;a8. 

Ethylene, when brought into contact 
with 8uli)hnric acid, forms a liquid com- 
bination, and lliis, when treati.'d with 
potassium hydrate, is converted into al- 
sohol. Having tlnis built up from its 
elenicnts' a substance formerly known 
only a^, a ..product of fermentation, we 
may proceed at once to 'decompose it 
again into its elements. We can easily 
regain the carbon which it contains by 
heating alcohol with sulphniic acid, 
which again converts it into ethylene: 
and this gas, when mixed with chlorine 
gas and lighted, burns away, leaving 
carbon, which, as a dense black smoke, 
fills the vessel. — W, Bernhardt in Popu- 
lar Science Monthly.

accordingly lesolved to recommend it t 
ihi; general eoniniittee for adoption. 

Various (|Uestioiis, referring to the 
lighting and furnishing of the new 
biiihling, were discussed, but nothing 
delinite was decided, and it wua agreed 
to refer the whole (|iiealioii to the next 
general conimiltee meeting lo be 1 ' 
shortly. 

The eoniniittee asked if the Foieslera 
had paid their donation of $200 promis- 
ed in 1887. 

The honorary secretary, Mr. Cluidley, 
replied thut puynient hud not yet been 
made and that he was unable t<j obtain 
any reply from them. He said the 
Foresters evidently consider that their 
promise of a donation is altogether in' 
significant and not requiring a courteous 
reply.

VICTORIA'S CITY HALL- 

Deicrlption of the New, A<^ditl6n— The 
Interior itrrangemeaM to be a Mode] 
of dnmrurt aifd Cativenleiico. 

To-day the tinie foi',f'ecciving tenders 
for the erectio|):irc' of the north- 
eastern wing of the City Hall ex- 
pires. The plana have been on view for 
the past week at Mr. John Teaguo'a of- 
fiuo, and all who have examined them 
there speak very highly of their excel- 
lence. 

When the ne\V addition ia completed 
the frontage ofi Douglas atruut will have 
been increased by 82 feet, while the 
wing will extend down Cormorant street 
for about fifty. The wing, together 
with that portion of the present Lnild- 
ing facing on Douglas street, will con- 
stitute the main building, the entrance 
being at the base of the tower 
forming the centre of the Douglas street 
elevation. 

The tower will bo of stone and brick, 
the solid portion to the clock being 74 
feet in height. The loji of the lower 
proper will bo lO,"! feet from terra (irma, 
while tbe Hag siiriiiouiitiiig it will llout 
141) feet above thu ground. The city 
clock will be provided with electrical 
striking apparatus and illiiniinuted 
liala. Above the clock the tower will 
be covered with galvanizeil iron, with 
wrought iron ornainenta and ca|i. 

The interior arrangement haa been 
iiinde \-, ith a view lo eoiivenience for 
both the public and the city ollicials, 
l''roin the main vestibule, from w hich a 
grand atuirway leada to a lar- 
ger hall ubovi^ a iiassiige ex- 
tends from Pandora to Cormorant 
street. At the loft of the enlranco, 
and entered by doors from the long hall- 
way, are the ollicea of the city clerk 
md treasurer, each provided witli large 
iiid strong vaults, Tlio corkHcrew alair- 
case will ne taken away, and ii strong 
vault provided for police court books and 
documents. 

At tlio right of the tower will be the 
mayor's parlor, then the aiirveyor's of- 
fice and at the {'ormorunt street end 
the draughting room and vault for the 
urveyor's use. From the passage a 
number of doors lead to the lavatories 
and toilet rooms, which urc to be fitted 
with all modern iniproveinents. 

On thn second floor are to be two 
largo eoniniittee rooms, an office for the 
water coinniissioner, and public library 
and reading rooms. The aldermen's en- 
trance to the council ohaiiibcr will also 
bo from the main second floor hull. 

It ia expected, that, the lurge utile, 
well. lighted and; with a lofty ceiling, 
will be fitt^;.upvMV;ti oivio liiuaeum: 
while from it a winding atair -will lead 
to the tower obaervatory and clock.
